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Alerts 


The Council of Governments 
has launched a new consumer 
protection program, “Consu- 
mer Alert,” designed to give 
Washington area residents ad- 
vice on key consumef ques- 
tions. 

Radio stations throughout 
the area are participating in 
the program by broadcasting a 
series of 30-second spot an- 
nouncements with brief case 
histories of actual problems 
encountered by consumers 
and advice on how listeners 
can protect themselves from 
suffering the same fate. 

Six new spots will be 
produced every two months. 
_The announcements, prepared 
by COG’s Consumer Protec- 
tion Committee, are narrated 


by Radio-TV personality Mac 


McGarry. The messages were | 


produced by Radio Station 
WRC as a public service 
'through cooperation of Sta- 
‘tion Manager Harold Green. 
'COG’s Committee is headed 
by Barbara Gregg, Director of 
Montgomery County’s Office 
of Consumer Affairs.

Foggy Bottom 


The next time you go down 
Virginia Avenue toward the 
River and turn right at the light 
to go up the Rock Creek 
Parkway, take a glance to your 
right. As you turn at the light, 
there is Metro construction, 
and the new Metro power 
station, which will be a round 


. building about twenty feet 


high. As you go north towards 
K Street end pass under the 


freeway ramps, you will see a: 


rather large piece of open land 
on your right with grass and 
some areas of recently-planted 
daffodil bulbs. 

This piece of land, bounded 
by K Street on the north, 
Virginia Avenue on the south, 


27th Street on the east and ` 


Rock Creek Parkway on the 
west, is a block long and 
roughly half a block wide. A 30 
or 40 foot strip along the 
Parkway is owned by the 


National Park Service, the rest 
by the District of Columbia. 
Ten years ago, in 1964, the 
D.C. Highway Dept. promised 
this land to the National Park 
Service, and it all seemed 
comfortably settled. Then the 
District needed space for 
Metro construction and stor- 
age of materials, so only the 
western part along the park- 
way went to the Park Service. 
With Metrommeving-out in the 
‘next year or two, everyone 
concerned agrees that now is 
the time to consider what the 
future use of the land should 


be. Our Association, as it was | 
ten years ago, can be instru-' 


mental in the decision. 
However, no move can 
really be made until we know 
what we want—and therefore 
discussion of this is on the 


agenda for the January meet-. 


‘ing. The real question is

whether we would ‘prefer the 
security of maintenance and 
care of the land by the 
National Park Service, -or 
whether we would prefer to 
try to put the land into the 
hands of the D.C. Recreation 
Department, in the hopes of 
getting some tennis courts or a 
play area for small children. If 
the District of Columbia con- | 
tinues as owner, can we be 
guaranteed that the land wil! 
not be torn up again for some 
future use? Or worse, built 
upon? Park land is expensive 
and brings in no tax revenue.’ 
On the other hand, if the land 
goes to the National Park 
Service, we give up all ideas of 
recreational purposes and 
think only in terms of beauty. 
Let us know what you think, 
please, either by mail or 
phone, or better, in the 
discussion January 27th.
